To the inhabitants of the Town of Hopkinton, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said state, qualified to vote in town 
affurs: 


~ 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Hopkinton, on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to ‘act upon the follow- 
ing subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the repairs of highways and bridges in addition 


_ to the amount required by law, and appropriate the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Hopkinton Free Public 
Library, and appropriate the same. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for Memorial Day, and appropriate the same. 


6. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, 
library trustees, and committees. 


7. To see if the town will vote to accept the condi- 
tions of the act of legislature passed in 1905 and amend- 
ments, to wit An act to provide for state aid, and for the 
expenditure of other public money, in the permanent im- 
provement of main highways throughout the state, and see 
what sum or sums of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the same. 
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8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of state highway, and appropri- 
ate the same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to allow two per cent. 
discount on all taxes paid on or before July 1, 1915. 


10. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to distribute the inventory blanks not earlier than 
April 1, 1915. 


11. To see if the town will vote to replace the shade 
trees in Hopkinton Village, and raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 


12. To see if the town will vote to reconsider that part 
of the vote taken at the last annual meeting which relates 
to the location of a memorial to the late Mary E. Elliott 
and leave the matter to the selectmen. 


13. To see if the town will vote to allow George A. S. 
Kimball to remove the fence as it now stands in the rear ~ 
and across the back end of the Hopkinton Village Ceme- 
tery, to a point sixty (60) feet from the same, said Kimball 
to bear the expense of said removal, the town agreeing to 
afterwards maintain the same. 


14. To see what action the town will take in relation 
to tramps, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


15. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
repairing the present, or building a new bridge at Tyler, 
and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


16. To see if the town will allow Herbert Benton to 
change the highway running past his residence, the said 
Benton to bear all expense for the same, subject to the 
approval of the selectmen. 
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17. To see if the town will vote to accept a deed of the 
old ‘‘Putnam Cemetery’’ located on the farm of Charles 
R. Putnam with a right of way leading thereto, and a trust - 
fund for the care of the same. 


18. To see if the town will vote to purchase land for an 
addition to the Stumpfield Cemetery, and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the celebration of the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of its charter, and appropriate the same. 


20. To see what action the town will take toward the 
selection of a committee or committees, who shall have 
charge of the celebration of the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the town of Hopkinton. 


91. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
the installation of a proper sewerage system in the village 
of Contoocook, and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


22. To hear and transact any other business that may 
properly come before said meeting.

REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION, 1914. 


INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 


No power has constituted the members of the tax commis- 
sion guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for 
the support of government, and they have no disposition 
to assume that role. Nevertheless, ‘‘economy being a most 
essential virtue in all states,’’ and it being ‘‘the duty of 
legislators and magistrates * * * to countenance and 
inculeate the principles of * * ™* economy,”’ all as set 
forth in the constitution of this state, the commissioners 
believe themselves to be amply justified in urging, as they 
have so often urged before, the importance of this subject 
upon the voters of the state. The public revenue, state 
and municipal, is the voters’ business and they are respon- 
sible, directly or indirectly, for every extravagance affect- 
ing it from the inception to the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term 
a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if called 
a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow, therefore, all 
fees, fines, and other exactions, if any, are included with 
the taxes upon polls and estates. ‘To illustrate the com- 
parative importance of the two classes, it may be said that 
the taxes upon polls and estates represent about 95 per 
cent. and all other income about 5 per cent. of the total 
revenue of the state, and of the counties, cities, towns, 
districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
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bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
$5,373,420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of | 
$3,391,618.85, or 68 per cent., in ten years. But these 
figures do not adequately represent the velocity the upward 
movement has now attained. To show that it is necessary 
to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 was $924,- 
388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, while that in 
1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. greater than in 
1908. By so much did the advance in the last half of said 
period exceed that in the first half. These figures will be 
the more alarming if it is remembered that while taxes 
already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per cent., the 
population of the state increased only about 44% per cent., 
and while the one was advancing 39 per cent., the other 
increased-only about 214 per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the 
annual increase in all taxes defined and limited as above 
was as follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the 
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middle and considering the halves separately. For the 
first five years the average annual increase was $184,877.76; 
for the last five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely per- 
tinent to consider how long the little state of New Hamp- 
shire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax already 
burdensome and increasing at the rate of practically half 
a million dollars a year without crippling her industries 
and impoverishing her people. Plainly it is a condition 
not calculated to attract capital from without the state or 
to encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less 
disturbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes 
for each man, woman and child in the state. Five years 
later there were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and 
in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been equally 
distributed among all the people’ it would have meant a 
burden of $100 for each family of five members. Though 
in reality there was little such equality in the assessment 
there was much in the payment. The fact is that those who 
occupy, use or consume property, no matter who owns it, 
are those who in the last analysis pay most, if not all, of the 
taxes thereon. If the wage earner or the man:of lmited 
means understood he was in reality paying something like 
$100 a year in state and municipal and half as much more 
in federal taxes for the government of himself, his wife 
and three children his influence and his vote would more 
frequently make for economy in appropriations and ex- 
penditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
graphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except 
in part.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of the Town of Hopkinton: 


GENTLEMEN,—-Upon assuming the duties of superin- 
tendent, I found the elementary schools well organized, 
doing good average work, and with a corps of teachers of 
good average ability; some indeed exceptionally good. 

The high school had already established its good repu- 
tation, and I think justly so. 

It was about to introduce a domestic arts course, in 
preparation for which two rooms had been equipped and 
prepared by utilizing one existing room and a part of the 
hall on the second: floor. This arrangement has served the 
purpose very nicely this year. A problem, however, that 
will present itself another year certainly, possibly before 
next September, will. be that of providing more room to 
accommodate the growing demands of domestic arts work. 
The rooms now, while answering the purpose, do not afford 
sufficient accommodations for best work. With the incom- 
ing of another class in September the work must be done 
under much crowded conditions not conducive to efficiency. 

The work done in this. department thus far has justi- 
fied its adoption as one of the practical courses of the 
school. I am sure that citizens could not visit that de- 
partment without a feeling of pride that it was a part of 
their school. 

The good thmes that can be said about the schools of 
Hopkinton far exceed the things that eall for criticism. 
I am sure that you and the citizens of Hopkinton agree 
with me in this statement, therefore I shall venture a few 
criticisms and make a few suggestions. 

One general weakness that has been very apparent, as I 
visited the schools from week to week, is the inability of 
the pupils from the third grade up through the high school 


ol 


to tell, as a connected whole, what they know of any sub- 
ject or topic studied or taught them. There is but one 
school in town where this is being done or can be done, at 
the present time, in a satisfactory manner. 

The high school pupils cannot be expected to do this sat- 
isfactorily unless trained to it all through the grades. 

All the teachers are now directing their efforts to develop 
this power in their pupils. Already, I notice improvement 
in this respect. To further help the teachers in this work, 
I ask for the purchase of more supplementary reading 
matter. 

IT speak of this weakness in particular, because I have 
directed my principal efforts, since becoming your super- 
intendent, to the strengthening of it. The results of these 
efforts will not be seen to best advantage until after a 
series of years as the pupils pass from grade to grade. 

Another weakness or fault of our school system is the 
lack of systematic musical instruction. 

The Contoocook Woman’s Club, after consultation with 
your superintendent, has very kindly and generously se- 
cured and is paying a trained teacher to come to the high 
school building each week to give instruction in musie to 
the pupils therein. This arrangement is for a limited 
time only. 

We cannot expect them to continue this generosity. 
They should not feel obliged to do so in order for the chil- 
dren to have music taught them. The town should provide 
for music teaching in the schools, and then the children of 
the whole town can have the advantages of it and not 
merely the children of one section. 

I earnestly ask that provision be made for teaching musie 
in the schools this next year. 

I would suggest, that because of the expense attendant 
on a teacher getting to the remote schools, it might be a 
wise policy to try music teaching this year in the Contoo- 
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cook, Hopkinton Village and West Hopkinton schools. This 
arrangement would include all the pupils of the town but 
ol. 

The school buildings in the villages are in good condi- 
tion, but much should be done to make the outlying school- 
houses more attractive and suitable for the children. 

If the schoolhouse at Farrington’s Corner is to be used 
by the town of Hopkinton, it should be thoroughly repaired 
and renovated. I do not consider it, in its present condi- 
tion, a suitable place to educate children in accordance 
with modern ideas. 

The Main Road and Hatfield buildings also need consid- 
erable brightening if they are to meet modern require- 
ments for neatness and sanitation. 

To the Hopkinton Village school, about which certain 
complaints were made, I have given prompt attention. Con- 
ditions there already are much improved. 

In dealing with this matter, I found an excellent spirit 
among the parents and citizens, and was promised hearty 
co-operation from them in every effort to make this school 
what it should be. 

I desire to express my regret for the loss of two of our 
teachers who have given long, faithful and valuable service 
to the schools of Hopkinton, and to state my faith in the 
present corps of teachers as being competent to do the 
work required in a satisfactory manner. 

I also wish to express my appreciation of the very 
friendly and harmonious workings of the School Board and 
teachers in their relations with me, and to testify of the 
earnest desire of all concerned to do all possible for the 
best good of Hopkinton schools.
